WORST BLIZZARD 
EXPERIENCED 


IN YEARS. 


RAILWAY TRAFFIC IS PARALYZED 


Mercury Below Zero Mark and Snow 


Many Feet Deep—Wind Packs 


Drifts In Solid Masses. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 17.—North 


Dakota and the Canadian Northwest 
h.ne experienced the worst snowstorm 
in many years, and railroad traffic is 
practically paralyzed 
The Northe-t 


Pacific and <Jreat Northern 
did not 


move a wheel for nearly 36 hours in 
the blizzard-stricken district. 


The high wind has piled the snow in reports from 


mountainous drifts, and packed it in* 
solid masses, many deep cuts being en- 
tirely filled. The temperature has been 
falling, and early this morning it was 
below the zero mark. Not a transcon- 
tinental train has arrived in St. Paul 
since Friday and none is'expected for 
several days. The Northern Pacific re- 
ports its westbound coast train which 
left St. Paul Saturday tied up at Far- 
gt, the road beyond there being block- 
ed. The Eastbound train due here Sat- 
urday morning is held at Mondan, N. 
D., and no attempt was made to move 
it untfl today. 


Every effort is being made by the 


road to keep its passengers, who are 
snowbound, warm and well fed, and 
for this reason trains are being held 
at stations, where the accommodations 
are good rather than attempt to get 
them through with a possibility of be- 
ing tied up between stations. The

The line is tied up en- 
tirelj between Grand Forks and Wil- 
lison, N. Dv a distance of about 35 
miles,.and all wires have lost beyond 
Fargo. Thirty miles of wire are gone 
between Fargo and Cassellton, N. D., 
and all communication with Western 
Dakota and Montana points has been 
lost. So fierce bas been the storm 
that it has been deemed inadvisable 
to attempt to reopen the road until it 
abates. Reports received at the gen- 
eral offices indicate that the gale has 
somewhat subsided, but that the snow 
still continues to fall. 


The branch of the Great Northern 


running to Winnipeg is also tied up. 
No trains have been started northward 
since Friday night, and those that 
were caught out on the road by the 
storm have been held at the station 
near the border. 


Winnipeg is reported to be entirely 


cut off from railroad communication, 
with the outside world. The Canadian
